My Heart is towards the governors of 


IsR AEL, who offered themſelves wil- 
lingly among the people: Bleſs ye the 
LORD, 


S it is our Comfort that the Lord 
reigns and governs the world, fo 
it 1s our duty to cheriſh in our minds 
an awful ſenſe of his government and 
adminiſtration, To be thankful for 
paſt or preſent favours is the way to 
ſecure the future ſmiles of heaven. 


All the bleſſings of providence demand 


our grateful notice; much more fo 
bleſſings of publicł and national impor- 
tance, The Lord ſends peace, and 
therefore, has the ifſues of war, of 
life and of death in his power. In- 


aſmuch then that at preſent we are en- 
A 2 gag' d 
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gag'd in an alliance to check the a- 
ſpiring views of thoſe who would'invade 
the rights, and diſturb the repoſe of 
Europe ; inaſmuch as the prince on the 
throne has gone abroad with his ar- 
mies, and for the common good has 
ſhar'd in the dangers of his people; 
inaſmuch as providence has preſerv'd 
him in the day of battle, and crown- 
ed the confederate forces he com- 
mands with a Glorious Victory; inaſ- 
much further, that we are too apt 
to murmur at our governors, and to for- 
get our God; the preſent ſtate of affairs 
naturally leads me to offer ſome ſenti- 
ments that may cheriſh affe#ion and 
allegiance to our prince, and of grati- 
tude towards that God, by whom prin- 
ces reign and decree juſtice ; for which 
purpoſe I have fix d upon the words of 
my text. My heart is towards the go- 
vernors of Iſrael, who offered themſelves 
woillingly among the people: Bleſs ye the 
Lord. 

The 
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The hiſtory to which theſe words re- 
fer will diſcover the propriety of adopt- 
ing and applying them to the preſent 
occaſion. FJabin, king of Canaan, had 
for twenty years mightily oppreſſed 
Vrael: Hereupon Deborah, a prophe- 
teſs, who at this time rul'd over 1/rae!, 
commands Barak to draw together a 
confederate Army of the children of 
Napthali, and of the children of Zebu- 
lun, afluring him that upon the river 
Kiſhon he would meet with Sera, 
captain of Jabin's army, with his cha- 
riots and his multitude ; and that they 
ſhould be delivered into his hand. Ba- 
rak, like a prudent warrior, being ap- 
prized how much the preſence of the 
ſupreme governor contributed to ani- 
mate an army, accepts his commiſſi- 
on upon condition, — That Deborah 
would go into the field with him. Ac- 
cordingly they went, and the hoſts of 
Siſera were defeated; and ſo much 


did 
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did Deborah: confide in the juſtice of 
her cauſe, and the protection of provi- 
dence, that whatſoever diſadvantages 
her forces had to cope with, ſhe look d 
upon victory as ſure, before the engage- 
ment begun; Ch, iv. 14. Uþ and be 
doing ; for this is the day in which the 
| Lord has delivered Siſera into thy hands. 


Upon the victory obtain'd, there was 
decreed a ſolemn thankſgiving, which 
this chapter deſcribes in a ſublime not 
to be equal'd by any of the profane 
writers of antiquity. The honour of 
the victory is attributed to God. The 
neighbouring princes are call'd upon to 
attend to the ſong; as a warning to

them not to rely on their ſtrength, or 


their numbers in eftabliſhing oppreſſion, 


and waging war againſt heaven. For- 
mer deliverances are recorded and com- 
par'd with their preſent ſucceſſes, to 
ſhew that God is ever the ſame, and is 
ever able to conquer v. 4. 5. and in 

| my 
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my text ſhe pays a tribute of reſpect to 
ſome illuſtrious perſonages who volun- 
tarily hazarded their own lives for the 
publick good ; and upon a review of 
their publick-ſpiritedneſs their valour, 
and their ſucceſſes, bleſſes the Lord. 


In theſe particulars there appears 
ſome ſimilitude between the conduct 
and the Succeſs of Deborah, and the 
affair we now propoſe to conſider, It 
becomes us then to be affected /ike her 
on the occaſion, and to ſay my heart 
is towards the governors of Ifrael, who 
offered themſelves willingiy among the 
people, who hazarded their lives in the 
** of the battle; bleſs yo the Lord. 


Having thus ſettled the relation the 


words bear to the context, my. further 


buſineſs ſhall be, 


3 ſhew that we have great rea- 
ſon to be well-affeted towards princes 


who 'approve themſelves worthy to 
reign 
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reign, by being willing and ready to 
hazard their lives in defence of the 
common rights of mankind, and for 
the eſtabliſhment of the publick good. 


II. That the ſucceſſes of war, and 
the appearances of providence in it, 
ſhou'd inſpire us wit h ſentiments of 
gratitude towards Goo. 


I. That we have great reaſon to 
be wwell- affected towards princes hd 
approve themſelves worthy to reigny 
by being willing and ready to ſacrificei 
even their lives in defence of the com 
mon rights of mankind; and forthe 
eſtabliſhment of the publick good. As 
far be it from our tongues, as from our 
feeords, to fall in with the ridiculbus rant

of paſſive obedience to fyratiny, and on- 


- 


reſiſtance to thoſe who ſet u p preroga- 
tive againſt Jaw, religion, againſt cyn- 
ſcience, Let thoſe only propagate ſuch 
ſentiments who. have no arms to fight, 


Or 
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or no rights to loſe: Yet ſurely, as 


government is the inſtitution of Gop, 


and ſociety can never ſubſiſt without it, 
it becomes us to revere that power 
which is employ'd for our preſervation, 
that authority 'which exerts itſelf for 
our good, | 


When we live under a government 
that is tenacious of the rights of the 
ſubjects; that is faithful to it's allies, 
and true to it's engagements; that is 
ever watchful of our liberties and our 
commerce; that it's moſt inveterate 
enemies cannot charge with having de- 
fignedly contributed to betray or ſacri- 
fice either; when we compare our own 
ſituation with that of our anceſtors in 
this land, and with the preſent ſituation 
of all the countries around us, and ob- 


ſerve how much more happy our cir- 


cumſtances than theirs ; is it honeſt, is 
it pardonable to be murmuring out 
complaints that we never feel? To be 


* groaning 
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groaning under miſeries that have ne- 
ver diſturb'd our peace, our commerce 
or our reſt ? To be fomenting jealouſics 
that ſpread an itch of diſaffection over 
the land, and to be forging out chains 
that we are never /ike to wear, unleſs 
it be for our inteſtine animoſities and 
contentions ? 


Where there are contraſts of party, 
and variety of intereſts, no ſcheme of 
government, be it ever ſo prudent, can 
approve itſelf equally to all! Tis as 
impoſſible as that any particular food 
ſhould alike pleaſe every. palate! In 
this caſe, it becomes ſuch as apprehend 
they are aggriev'd, to remonſtrate with 
decency and calmneſs ; to enforce their 
remonſtraces with vigour and reſoluti- 
on; and where the grievances are 
weighty as well as real, to diſcover a 
generous impatience of redreſs : But for 
men to take occcafion from ſome inci- 


dents that cannot be prevented, to bur- 
leſque

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leſque authority, to libel government 
and to make a mock of every thing 
but their own inſolence and folly ! Is 
this acting as a patriot, as an Engliſh- 
man, or as a chriſtian ? 


Were the government of all na- 
tions devolv'd upon one particular 
hand; had He it in his own power to 
reconcile oppoſite views and claſhing 
intereſts, perhaps there might be /ome 
reaſon for complaining that things do 
not always ſucceed to our wiſhes. As 
it is not ſo; if treaties are unſucceſsful ; 
if alliances are diſſolved; if interfering 
intereſts ariſe ; muſt the iniquity and 
perfidy of foreign nations be charg'd 
all to our own account? What man 
on earth, what man on earth did I 
ſay, nay what angel in heaven, could 
be equal to an adminiſtration that 
would gratify theſe political horſe leech- 
es; that cry give, give—what no 
en power can beſtow ? 

| 1 Perhaps 
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Perhaps, —T may ſay Pofſtively, at 
this time there is not a nation under the 


| heavens that complains of more grievan- 
ces than ours, and who feels fewer. Fuſt 


complaints undoubtedly there are in this, 
as well as all other ſtates; and men of 
temper and integrity may contribute to 


remove them; and I pray God bid them 
good ſpeed in ſo doing: But to hear 


perſons, who can neither read their own. 


ignorance nor ſpell folly, perſons who 
ſcarce have capacity to diſtinguiſh luer 


from braſs ; I do not mean that repro- 
bate braſs they wear in their faces, 


ſcheming plans of adminiſtration, that 


will leave us nothing to bewail, but the 


fate of Alexander the Great— 
that we can find 10 more worlds 
to conquer; to hear thoſe who ne- 
ver encounter'd any danger. but a 


debauch, ſubduing of kingdoms and 


diſpoſing of armies ; Patience help me 
to bear it! Rather whilſt our affairs 


upon 


a — amt AY — 
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upon the Whole are in a happy ſitua- 
ation, our governors are friends to li- 
berty and commerce, let our hearts 
like: Deborab's in my text, be inclined: 
eee dende them. 


To come nearer the caſe before us; 
when our fleets. and our forces have 


been ſent abroad, our Retailers 6f politics 


(I zify ſuch of them as want bread, 


tho' they ſcarce deſerve it,) have re- 
preſented all this, as ſo many ſham 
marches and expeditions ; conquering 
of kingdoms has been no more with 
them than killing of flies; our. armies 
have been ridicuPd ; our princes re- 
preſented as incapable of carrying on 
any war, but a war againſt the /iber- 
ties of their country ; would not one 
imagine from hence that our naval ar- 
maments were employ'd d only like 
Caligula's fleet, in gathering pebble- 
ſtones and cockle- ſhells, to bring them 
home as the ſpotls of the ocean? Would 


4 not 
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not one imagine that our princes like 
the princes of Zoan were fools? Jai. 
Xix, II, or that they are become like 
harts that ingloriouſiy fly away with- 
out ſtrength or courage before the 
purſuer? Lam. 1. 6. that the counſel 
of our wiſe counſellors is brutiſh ? One 
would imagine we had nothing left 
to loſe, but a ſenſe of miſery ; that 
we had nothing to hope for, but 
whips, dungeons, and gibbets ! Such 


inſinuations are not more invidious, 


than they have been popular ; and they 


are not more popular, than they are 


deſtrufive to the true happineſs of our 


country. *Tis a much more eaſy 
matter to foment jealouſies, than to 
allay and remove them, Where diſ- 
affection ſpreads itſelf like a peſizlence 
o'er a land, it may prove equally fatal ; 
and twill be as difficult to check the 
rage of the one, as that of the other; 
and often they who have been moſt 


forward to kindle the fire of conten- 
tion, 


1 
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tion, are the firſt that periſh in the 
flame. 


Tis indeed no wonder, conſidering 
the ſtate of our nature, that well. 
meaning and worthy perſons are ſome- 
times miſled by the artful miſrepreſen- 


tations of thoſe who are in principle 


diſaffected to the proteſtant family on 
the throne. The latter, if they have 
thoſe cars which their conduct has 
forfeited, ever keep them Hut againſt 
con viction; but as to the former I 
would congratulate them upon the 
ſcene of affairs which has now open- 
ed ; that I doubt. not will convince 


them that we have rulers whoſe lives 
are not dearer to them than the pre- 


ſervation of the rights of mankind, in 
| oppoſition to tyranny and oppreſſion. 


Our king, one of the greateſt Mo- 
narchs in the world, as he is Monarch 
ever a free people, has, like the rulers

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of 1frael in my text, willingly expos'd 


his own perſon to all the hazards of bat- 
tle. He has ſet his ſubjects upon no 


enterprizes, but ſuch as he ſhar'd in 


the danger of; and therefore ought to 


ſhare in the alery of himſelf : What 
can ingratiate a prince to his people, 
if not his being ready to lay down his 
life for their ſakes? What can approve 


him worthy of their love and eſteem 


if not bearing partnerſhip with them 
in the toils and the terrors of battle? 
What can give us a more aimable idea 
of the characters of thoſe whom pro- 
vidence has appointed to rule over as 
than—that they are a race of heroes, 
who never draw their ſwords but in 
vindication of the injur d rights of 
mankind, and who when drawn never 
put them up till they have reftor'd li- 
betty and property to it's empire? 
Can we ſuſpect thoſe princes charge- 
able: with Want of love to their coun- 


, who have ſhewn themſelyes wil-

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ling to die in order to make good it's 
encoutagements? Let others do as 
ſeemeth beſt in their ſight, but as 
for - me and my houſe, our hearts,

The prince that * in a juft 
cauſe face his. enemies abroad, ſhould 
engage the good- will of every ſubject 
at home.

The Lord was on our 
fide. To allude to the motto wrote 
upon our cannon in the days of 
Oliver Cromwell, the Lord open'd

Again, bleſs ye the Lord, who in 
conſequence of our ſucceſs has humbled 
the pride, and who we hope will defeat 
the views of the oppreſſor. The preſent 


king of France has, in imitation of his 
predeceſſor 
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predeceſſor Lewis the XV. for ſeveral 
years paſt, been laying ſchemes to ſet 
nation againſt nation, to embroil the 
peace, and overthrow the liberties of 
Europe. He would invade the preroga- 
tive of him who ſitteth in the heavens; 
would rival him not in his juſtice, but 
in his power; and would ſet up for 
being the king of kings and the only 
' ruler of princes, But now providence 
ſeems to promiſe that tyranny ſhall fall 
into that pit 1? had dug for others: 
they who a few years ago inſultingly 
threatened to give laws to Germany 
upon the ramparts of Vienna, ſeem now 
to have nothing left to do but to fing 
grateful Te-Deums for the ſwiftneſi of 
their beels, when the ſtrength of their 
arms fail them. "Tis hop'd a proſpect 
opens for reſtoring peace to the world 
upon a ſafe and honourable foundation; 
and that the deluges of blood, which the 
enemies of our allies and of the liberties 
of —— have unſucceſsfully wer

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will quench thoſe thir Rings of }aw-eſs 
#nbicion, ans that flame of Lyramcal

Once more; Bleſs the Lord that the 
ſcene of war is not in the bowels of 
our own. country, When calamities 
Tage abroad ſhall we, can we forget to 
be thankful for that peace and proſpe- 
rity which reigns at home?

all the calamities of a famine; that a 
famine ſhould have a peſtilence to ſuc- 
ceed it, and that inſtead of ene man 
dying to fave a nation, whole nations 
ſhould periſh to gratify the lawleſs, in- 
exorable ambition of a fingle tyrant! 
What devaſtations open to our view ? 
What maſſacres and murders haunt -us 


in our ſolitary retirements ? What con- 
ſternation muſt we. be ſeiz'd with 3 


dying ten thouſand deaths in a moment ? 
Now bewailing our fins, that we never 
repented of before; anon ſhowering _ 
down our tears in fuch dreadful profu- 
ſion as almoſt to, drown M a guilty 
land; acknowledging thejuſt vengeance 
of heaven; imploring the reſtoration

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of it's favour, in vain ! How many lives 
Gcrific'd !! How many heroes periſh in 
the field of battle! How many fami- 
lies ruin'd! How many groans and 
cannons rivalling one another in loud- 
neſs, even to the end of the world ! 
The doors of our houſes open to every 
invader ! The gates of our ſolemn aſ- 
ſcmblies ſhut ! Kingdoms rioting in 
confuſion, and nations bury'd in their 
own - ruins! The treaſures of a land 
exhauſted ! An Eden metamorphoſed, 
not merely into a wilderneſs, but what 
is wor ſe into a field of Blood! Many 
pompous buildings left deſolate! Many 
more levell'd with the duſt ! Here lies 
one without an arm! Yonder another 
whoſe leg is trampled under feet by 
the horſes! There lies a third wallow- 
ing in his gore, every creature deaf 
to bis cries, but the fowls in the air 
that lie in wait to devour him ! Be- 
fides ; of how long continuance are the 
deſolations of a war?

ces of a plague or a famine, that has 
rag'd for a few months, will in a few 
years be unobſerved, and in a great 
meaſure forgotten ; but ſuch are the 
deſolations of war that oft whole ages 
have not been found ſufficient to repair 
them. One generation has paſs'd a- 
way, another has ſucceeded ; but 
when both are gone the fruits of a 
war have been alive and remembred 
ſtill ; lavery enfaiPd upon 2 people; 
commerce brought into ſuch a con- 
ſumptive habit that the utmoſt wiſdom 
and addreſs has not been able to re- 
ſtore it ; convulſions in the ſtate; it's 
ſtrength diflolv'd; it's finews broken; 


political earthquakes ready to as ena 
and ſwelhw us up! 


After the war in Germany * the 
year 1627 ſach were the miſeries the 
inhabitants were reduc'ꝰd to thro” the 
calamities of a famine, that it became 
a common practice for ſurviving rela- 

| tives 
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tives to watch over the graves of their 
deceaſed friends, leaſt the dead carcaſ- 
ſes ſhould be dug up as food for the 
living, and the worms robb' d of their 
prey; which notwithſtanding al! their 
vigilance, was frequently the caſe; and 
in this kingdom a famine rag'd with fo 
much violence in the iglorious reign 
of Eduard II. that horſes, dogs, 
yea men and children were ſtolen for 
food ; and, which is even ſhocking to 
mention, nina brought into priſons, 
were torn in pieces and eaten up pre- 
ſently half alive, by ſuch as had been 


longer under confinement. 


If the conſequences of a war, oft 
prove more fatal than the edge of the 
fword itſelf— If a famine of bread as 


well as of commerce oft makes up it's 
gloomy and dreadful train, what can 
engage us unleſs ſuch awakening con- 
ſiderations do, to be grateful to that 
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God who fixes the boundaries of war, 
as well as our habitation ? Whilſt we 
{ympathize with others in their diſ- 
treſſes, (and can humanity forbear ſym- 
pathy and compaſſion, ) bleſs that pro- 
vidence which has preſerv'd our coun- 
try from being ravag'd by the deſolati- 
ons of the ſoord from being expos'd 
to calamities, majeſtically awful and af- 
fecting! —— Calamities which when 
painted i in all the pomp of woe, yet can- 
not be ſo eloquently deicrib'd by the 
power of words or the harmony of num- 
bers, as by the /ighs and the countenan- 
ces of thoſe who ſuffer! Bleſs ye the 
* | 


To ſum up the whole; let us re- 
member that the moſt acceptable man- 
ner of our ſhewing our gratitude to 
God for his deliverances and bleſſings, 
is by being at peace among ourſelves, 
and waging war againſt all unrighte- 
ouſneſs, wickedneſs and folly: Let

our 
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our bands, our tongues and our hearts 
be united in promoting, as far as in 
us lies, a ſpirit of unanimi ty among all 
Tanks and degrees of ſubjects; a ſpirit 
of obedience and affettion to that go- 
vernment which protects our rights. 
Good God ! Were it not for lawful au- 
thority what a chaos of confuſion 
would the world be? Would not the 
inhabitants of the earth become like 
the fiſhes of the ſea, the greater de- 
vouring the 4%. More peculiarly, ſhould 
the flame of war break out der 
than it is, (for whatever we may hope 
we have no certainty as to, theſe 
things) and our land be threaten'd 
with invaſions, what a m/erable people 
muſt we be, if torn to pieces by inteſ- 
tine diviſions! The ties of nature diſ- 
ſolv'd ; the name, the tender name, of 
. Father, brother and friend forgotten; 
and our rich valleys which are now 
cover'd over with corn, delug'd with
